at 7-} o'clock, "Thursday evening, March 
2-lth, pursuant to adjournment.- 


Tho report of tho committeo on quotas 


and enlistment being 'called for, Provost 
Marshal Putnam stated that tho city and 
town of Janesvillo hnd boon credited 101 
veterans and recruits; that tho two hail 
lacked 7 of filling thoir quota1) ; that tho 
town admitted it \vus 4 delicieat, which 
would leave tho oity to raiso only threo 
mon to exempt it from all calls yut made 
by tho President.

The men onild have been .obtained just us 
well without, at least not over $100 should 
over-havo been offered,-and that-the right 
way would have been to have drawn tho 
men by draft. 
Local bounties were of no 


-benefit to a-.lnrgo portion of tho soldier.', 
that-ho had seen many .of the 13th Regi- 
ment drunk and carousing in the saloons 
of tho city, that of tho large government 
bounties paid them, many ;of them, had not 
twenty-live dollars loft; had .^squandered 
it all.

ting $2,000 to St. Mary's Hospital, of 
Milwaukee. Senator Smith vrarutly sup- 
ported thti bill, flhovviiig that wounded 
Wisconsin soldier* were constantly receiv- 
ing cdmfurt and healing there, and that it 
was u worthy and ubly conducted inatitu- 
tteu, fully dairying the appropriation. 


Senator Chandler vigorously opposed 


the appropriation, flaying that §2,000 gir 
en to tlio Sanitary CouimiBsion would do 
muoh more good to wounded and sick "Wfis 
COUMII soldiers, and hinting that if §1,000 
vra.4 absolutely n«ceaaiiry to relievo tho 
hospital from debt ho might bo induced to 
vote it. Ho win not a hard, Unity man, 
but \viis prompted to oppose the appropri- 
ation from con sidoringtho money demands 
made on thu State Treasury on account ol 
the war. 


Mewra. Littlojohn, Hood and Clark also 


made remarks in support of the appropria- 
tion. 


Senator Cameron favored the indefinite 


postponement of the bill, and ridiculed 
. the idea of tho hospital being a Htato in- 
stitution. 


After further remarks, during which 


Senator Cameron stated that the general 
hospitals of tho U. S were the proper recepta- 
oles for sick and disabled •oldiers, and 
Senator Littlojohn had stated that $10,000 
was already appropriated to the Governor 
for the siok and disabled aoldiera of Wis- 
consin, and Senator Smith had stated that 
the Governor could not use a dollar of it for 
that purpose. Senator Wilson, stated that in 
no instance had any applicants 'applying 
for relief at the hospital, been turned awny 
The Setmtor also culled attention tu the 
hospitality displayed toward Milwaukee 
by some Senators to the injury of several 
just measures and the unjust prejudice of 
the city. 


•Sen. Chandler moved tu refer to com 


mittce on benevolent intfltitutioru, with in- 
structions to report on the present indebt- 
edness of tho institution. 
Carried by 16 


ayes to 15 noes. 


In tho Assembly the bill submitting tho 


question of tho extension of the right ol 
suffrage to colored persons was taken up, 
the question being on ordering it to a third 
reading. 


Mr. Turner moved an amendment pro- 


viding that ia order to qualify such per- 
sons for the right of suffrage they shall 
pay a State tux of not leas than $1 por an 
num. 


Mr. Rood tmid the amendment contained 


a principle which had from tune immemo 
rial been repudiated by the American peo- 
ple. 


Mr. Ilubboll moved to refer tha bill to 


a select eomuiittei*. 


Mr. Storks said that previous to the rt> 


bellion he hud been opposed to negro buf- 
frage and had voted against it. Recent 
events had changed his opinions, and he 
waa now in favor of it. .lie spoke of the 
thouHands of negroca now fighting unde'r 
tho Union flag, the valor the negroes have 
shown in tho field and tho fidelity they 
have everywhere manifested to the Union. 


Mr. Dunn moved to table the whole sub- 


ject—Lost, ayes 30, noes 51. 


Mr. Roundy wtt.s opposed to tho refer- 


ence, but said if the motion prevailed ho 
wished to offer an amendment providing 
fur a separate box to receive the vote on 
tho question of extending the right of suf- 
frage.

In al 
probability the crop of maple sugar at the 
North fur the present year will reach 25,- 
000,000 pounds, worth at the low estimate 
of 15 cents per pound, $3,750,000, an im- 
portant item in the sugar product of the 
country. This will be but a small amouu 
of tho sugar consumed in the whole conn 
try, yet It will go fyr towards supplying 
the deficiency caused by tho non-pro- 
duction of the South. 
Few people com- 


prehend tho great amount of sugar annu- 
ally used in the United States, Jn 18ti8 i 
is estimated that tho total consumption of 
sugar both of the North and South was 
431,411 tons, or nearly 29 pounds to every 
mun, woman and child. 
This consump- 


tion was ^largely decreased in 1863, ant 
will bo still more so during the presen 
year. 
By tho manufacture of ««ga.r from 


the maple and from sorghum, the North 
will soon be< independent of all foreign 
augur producing countries.—Detroit Adter- 
tiatr.
